Shamir to seek peace treaty 


BONN (R) — Yitzhak Shamir, who seems likely to become 
Israel's next prime minister, was quoted Saturday as saying he 
wanted to strengthen the Israeli army while seeking peace. “The 
first and most important aim I have set myself is the signing of a 
peace treaty with a further Arab state,'’ Mr. Shamir, told the West 
German newspaper Bild Am Sonntag. He did not specify which 
one he had in mind. Mr. Shamir, elected leader of Israel's Herat 
Party this week to succeed Prime Minister Menachem Begin, also 
said he considered the withdrawal of Syrian and Israeli troops 
from Lebanon an urgent priority. But he made it dear he would 
not allow any weakening of mditaiy defences. “I also want to 
strengthen the Israeli army so that no Arab state tries to attack 
Israel,” he said. A dispute over planned defence cuts was one of 
the main problems that dogged Prime Minister Menachem Begin, 
during the final weeks before he announced he would resign.

ROME (R) — Soviet warships carried out exercises in the Tyr- 
rhenian Sea off Italy’s west coast last week, coming at one point 
within 30 miles of Sardinia, the kalian Defence Ministry ann- 
ounced Saturday. The vessels, which at no time entered Italian 
territorial waters, were observed and photographed by Italian 
aircraft and the frigate Carabiniere, the ministry said. NATO and 
U.$. bases arc dotted around southern Italy and Sardinia, and the 
NATO South European Command is in Naples.

Ethiopian leader Mengistu 
Haile Mariam, speaking in his 
capacity as OAUcbainn an, said in 
a message to a United Natrons 
Conference on Palestine being 
held in Geneva: “It is tragic to 
□ole that for nearly four decades, 
the rights of the people of Pal- 
estine have been trampled und- 
erfoot in full view of the int- 
ernational community." He ass- 
ured the conference of “Africa’s 
unwavering commitment to the 
struggle for justice, equality and 
peace in the Middle East and sol- 
idarity with the Palestinian peo- 
ple."

GENEVA (R) — Two members 
of an “Israeli Council for Israeli - 
Palestine Peace," which seeks a 
dialogue with the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO), met 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat here 
Friday, one of them said. Mr. Uri 
Avneri told reporters he and Mr. 
Matityahu Peled met Mr. Arafat 
after he addressed a U.N. Pal- 
estine Conference being held 
here. The conference is being boy- 
cotted by the governments of Isr- 
ael and the U.S.. while most West 
European nations are represented 
only by observers. However the

Palestine Peace" is participating 
as a oon-govera mental org- 
anisation. 


540,000 pilgrims 
arrive in S. Arabia 


BAHRAIN (R) — Nearly 
540,000 foreign pilgrims have arr- 
ived in Saudi Arabia for the ann- 
ual haj (pilgrimage) to the holy 
shrines in Mecca and Medina, the 
official Saudi Press Agency said 
Saturday. Saudi Arabia expects 
about two million people will this 
year make the pilgrimage, which 
reaches a climax a day before the 
Eid A1 Adha (feast of sacrifice) on 
about Sept. 17. 
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Druze warn army against 
storming Shouf stronghold 


BEIRUT (R) — Druze fighters warned the 
Lebanese army Saturday that Lebanon 
would erupt into “endless war” if the army 
tried to storm their strongholds as an Israeli 
pullback from the Shouf mountains app- 
eared immin ent. 


Prime Minister Shafiq A1 Waz- 
zan said Israel was going ahead 
with hs long-awaited partial wit- 
hdrawal from the Shouf mou- 
ntains southeast of Beirut" in spite 
of our objections." 

"Saturday is a decisive day," he 
said as he emerged from a par- 
liamentary session in Beirut- He 
gave no precise date forthe Israeli 
move. 

The mainiy-Druze Progressive 
Socialist Party (PSP) meanwhile 
said in a statement that its fighters 
would allow the army to enter only 
after prior agreement. 

“We know precisely the mea- 
ning of trying to storm the mou- 
ntains with force of arms. It would 
be the hour of endless war." 

Lebanese officers expect Israel 
to move from the Druze- 
dom mated Shouf any day now, 
presenting the 33,000-strong 
army with a major test only days 
after it moved tanks and tho- 
usands of men into Beirut to crush 
a Muslim insurrection. 

Christian Falangists later rep- 
orted that Israeli convoys pulled 
out of the mountain town of Aley, 
on the Beirut- Damascus " Hig- 
hway, late Saturday afternoon and 
Israeli soldiers were seen packing 
up in the nearby town of Souq A1 
Gharb.

U.S. pledges support 

The U.S. Assistant Secretary of 
State for Near East Affairs. Ric- 
hard Murphy, pledged support 
Saturday for the Lebanese gov- 
ernment’s efforts to extend its 
control over the entire country. 

Mr. Murphy told reporters after 
a 90-minute meeting in Cairo with 
Egypt's Foreign Minister. Kama]

rut.” 

Mr. Murphy said the United 
States was concerned with "eve- 
rything possible that should be 
done to strengthen the capabilities 
of the central government of Leb- 
anon, to help Lebanon stand again 
on its own two feet without the 
presence of any foreign forces."

Druze leader Walid Junblatt 
has said his forces, which now con- 
trol the Shouf, will fight the army

the country. 

Israel has agreed twice to delay 
its withdrawal from the area but 
has indicated it will redeploy in the 
next few days. 

Mr. Hughes declined comment 
on the election of Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir as leader 
of Israel's governing Herut Party. 

“The process is moving for- 
ward, it’s an internal matter for 
Israel.’’ Hughes said. “I don’t 
think we would have any comment 
on that.” 


France may send 2nd carrier to Lebanon 


TOULON. France (R) — The 
French aircraft carrier Cle- 
menceau has been put on alert and 
is expected to leave for Lebanese 
waters, informed military sources 
said Saturday. 

The sources declined to say 
when the carrier would depart on 
what is expected to be a mission to 
provide support for French troops 
with the Multinational Pea- 
cekeeping Force in Beirut.

Badran on surprise visit to Baghdad 


BAGHDAD (R| — Jordan’s 
Prime Minister Mudar Badran arr- 
ived here Saturday on a surprise 
visit to Iraq. Arab diplomatic sou- 
rces said. 

They told R.uters Mr. Badran 
would confer with Iraqi officials 
on the Middle East situation, the 
Lebanese crisis and the Gulf war 
between Iraq and Iran, but could 
give no other details. 

Jordan has supported Iraq in its 
three-year-old conflict with Iran 
and has been a major supply route 
for war supplies and other imports 
to Iraq since the war closed Iraq's 


Gulf pons. 

Iraq's First Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Taha Yassin Ramadan vis- 
ited Amman earlier this week with 
a message to King Hussein from 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein. 

Kuwait’s Deputy Prime Min- 
ister and Foreign Minister Sheikh 
Sabah Al Ahmed Al Sabah was 
also stopping off briefly in Bag- 
hdad Saturday onhiswaybackto 
Kuwait from a U.N. conference on 
Palestine in Geneva.

The partial withdrawal to the 
Awali River north of Sidon will 
take the Israelis out of the Shouf 
mountains, where Christian and 
Druze militias are battling each 
other, and away from Beirut.

Palestinian group to hold 
talks with Arafat today

AMMAN — A Palestinian con- 
ciliation group, formed last month 
by the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) central com- 
mittee to heal the split within the 
Fateh guerrilla group of the PLO. 
left Amman for Tunis Saturday 
for talks with PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat. 

The mediation group, which 
was set up during the PLO Central 
Committee's last session held in 
Tunis between Aug. 3 and Aug. 7. 
is headed by the lawyer Ibrahim 
Baker. 

Palestinian sources said Mr. 
Arafat and the 18-member group 
would discuss suggestions to heal 
the split contained in a mem- 
orandum it drew up last month. 

The conciliation group met with 
the conflicting factions and with 
other PLO groups in a series of 
meetings held between the period 


Aug. LS-Aug. 21. 

The memorandum which was 
drawn up last month, contained 
the principles for affecting a cea- 
sefire between fighters and ending 
the propoganda campaign as a 
first and essential step to patch up 
differences and restore unity wit- 
hin the Fateh movement. It also 
included solutions set up by the 
conciliation group resolving the 
dispute within Fateh. 

The memorandum was sub- 
mined to the chairman of the Pal- 
Central Committee and to both 
factions within *Faieh. 
tions within Fateh. 

Mr. Arafat, who heads Fateh, 
was expelled from Syria on June 
24 after accusing the Syrian gov- 
ernment of backing rebels in the 
group seeking a harder political 
line towards Israel and a collective 
leadership. Syria has denied the 
charge. 


Reagan adviser sees 
progress in Geneva talks 


WASHINGTON (USIA) - Both 
the Reagan administration and 
the Soviet government have taken 
steps to move the Geneva arms 
control talks forward, according to 
Brent Scowcroft, chairman of Pre- 
sident Reagan’s commission on 
strategic forces. 

Mr. Scowcroft, a retired air 
force lieutenant general, reported 
at a Sept. I press conference that 
since die commission presented its 
report in May there has been sub- 
stantial movement by the adm- 
inistration in modifying its Str- 
ategic Arms Reduction Talks 
(START) proposals, and “the 
Soviets have made some positive, 
steps.” 

While declining to be more 
exact about the Soviet actions, he 
said the Soviets have been "pre- 
pared to talk about specific red- 
uctions, and they have come off of 
some of their previous positions 


that have been rigid to the point 
of deterring substantive neg- 
otiations." 

He said he was not trying to 
oversell the Soviet actions, but 
added, "They have made gestures 
which could be taken as mildly 
encouraging." 

Mr. Scowcroft noted that Pre- 
sident Reagan's charier to con- 
tinue the life of the bipartisan 
commission said that the group 
would provide guidance and rev- 
iew the integration of the com-, 
mission’s May report into adm- 
inistration programmes and con- 
sult and consider carefully the 
views of Congress. 

The commission in its report 
recommended that 100 MX mis- 
siles be deployed in fixed silos, 
that the United States develop a 
small, single warhead missile and 
pursue an arms control agreement 
with the Soviet Union. 


Hussein, 
Hu hold 
talks 

PEKING t R) — His Majesty King 
Hussein said Saturday that China 
has always "supported iho Arab 
people's struggle and the struggle 
of the Palestinian people to res- 
tore their legitimate rights". 

The statement was made during 
a one-hour meeting with Chinese 
Communist Party ieaJer Hu Yao- 
hang in the Great Hail of the Peo- 
ple here. 

The New China News Agency 
quoied Mr. Hu as praising the 
King's etlons to reach a solution 
to the Middle East problem. 

Mr. Hu told King Hussein that 
Arabs should unite to solve the 
Middle East problem. 

Mr. Hu told the King: "We 
hope that the .Arab countries and 
people will close their ranks thr- 
ough mutual understanding and 
mutual accommodation to settle 
the Mideasi question." 

The King arrived in Peking on 
Thursday for a 1 0 -day goodwill' 
and sightseeing visit to China. It 
follows a visit he made last Dec- 
ember as head of an Arab League 
delegation which presented a 
pan- Arab plan for peace in the 
Middle East. 

China is a strong supporter of 
the Palestinian cause and has fre- 
quently urged Israel to withdraw 
to its pre-1967 borders. 

Earlier Saturday King Hussein 
visited a People's Liberation 
Army camp where he saw a dis- 
play of Larget shooting, mortar 
shelling and close-range combat. 

On Friday he met Prime Min- 
ister Zhao Ziyang who agreed 
with him that the key to a Mideast 
settlement was an Israeli wit- 
hdrawal from all territories it has 
occupied since 1967 and the res- 
toration of Palestinian national 
rights. 

On Sunday King Hussein will 
visit the Great Wall and have a 
private dinner with Mr. Zhao. 

He leaves Peking on Monday 
for a provincial tour and departs 
on Sept. 10 for South Korea.

Gaza prison 
detainees revolt 
against Israeli 
authorities 

AMMAN {Petra) — Arab det- 
ainees in Gaza prison Friday rev- 
olted against Israeli authorities for 
their ill treatment, and to support 
demands for better conditions. 

Radio Israel was quoted as adm- 
itting that the revolt took place 
and said that large numbers of Isr- 
aeli troops were sent in to subdue 
the detainees using tear gas. 

The uprising was said to have 
started when one of the detainees 
beat another, thought to be a col- 
laborator with the enemy, and the 
rest of the inmates joined in and 
later threw the collaborator out of 
the room. 

The report said that the det- 
ainees removed the bars from the 
prison windows and clashed with * 
the prison guards.

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Habre ’s army reportedly 
beats back rebel attack 


N'DJAMENA (R) — Chad’s government says loy- 
alist troops have scored a major victory over 
Libyan-backed rebels in a battle in the northeast 
which broke a three-week lull in civil war fighting. 


An army communique said Fri- 
day night that government forces 
repulsed a large rebel attack at 
Gum Chalouba. 64M kilometres 
tmm here, killing about ni.ui and 
capiuring bdo. mostly Sudanese. 

It said government troops cap- 
tured eight vehicles mounted with 
anti-aircraft missiles, five bat- 
teries ot ground-to-ground mis- 
siles and four 1 2.7mm heavy mac- 
hine guns. 

The troops loyal to President 
Hissene Habre also captured 16 
big trucks loaded with amm- 
unition and food, the com- 
munique said. 

The government said earlier 
that about 3.1HHJ Libyan-backed 
rebels twice attacked the garrison 
at Gum Chalouba Friday morning 
Irom the barren desen to the 
North. 


It said they were last reported in 
full retreat 3» kilometres to the 
north with government forces in 
full pursuit. 

If confirmed in scale, the battle 
would be the biggest since rebels 
took the nonhem town of Faya- 
Large au on Aug. 10 and since 
France sent over 2.000 troops and 
eight warplanes to its former col- 
ony to help Mr. Habre. 

Western diplomatic sources 
confirmed fighting had taken 
place but could not say how many 
rebels were involved. The army 
communique gave no figures for* 
government casualties. 

A French military spokesman 
denied French troops were inv- 
olved and said none of its four 
Jaguar strike aircraft nor their 
Mirage escorts flew over the area 
during the battle. 


A spokesman for rebel leader 
Goukouni Oeuddei had said in 
Paris earlier that Jaguars had 
bombed rebel positions in Oum 
Chalouba during a “provocation 
attack “by Mr. Habre' s forces. 

The Habre government insisted 
during the lull that Libya was pou- 
ring large numbers of men and 
huge quantities of supplies into 
Faya-Largeau, and that rebel for- 
ces were pushing South and Sou- 
theast along Lhe two roads which 
heavy artillery would have to use 
in a push on N’djamena from the 
inhospitable north. 

The government has often all- 
eged Libya was forcibly recruiting 
Africans working in northern 
Chad into the so-called “ Islamic 
legion” with a view to swallowing 
Chad and then threatening nei- 
ghbouring countries like Sudan. 

Oum Chalouba is the nor- 
thernmost government garrison 
on a road running southeast from 
Faya-Largeau to Abeche. From 
there one of the better roads in 
Chad leads to N'djamena.

Shamir faces daunting task of leading ever-bickering coalition

TEL AVIV — Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir, who succeeded 
Menachem Begin as head of Isr- 
ael's He rut Party, faces his first 
test in preserving the bickering 
government coalition of right- 
wing and religious panics. 

Ii is questionable whether the 
new party leader, lacking the sta- 
ture and electoral charisma of Mr. 
Begin, will succeed in holding the 
present government together. 

Only a few desertions- could 
break up the coalition, which has a 
shaky hold on 64 of the 1 20 Kne- 
sset {parliament) seats. 

Speed for Shamir is essential. 
Mr. Begin, stepping down after six 
years in power, has said he will 
formally submit his resignation 
within days. 

President Chaim Herzog will 
then have to decide whether Mr. 
Shamir or another par- 
liamentarian — most likely opp- 
osition leader Shimon Peres — is 
best placed to form the new gov- 


ernment. 

To save time and avoid an out- 
break of coalition feuding, both 
Mr. Shamir and his defeated opp- 
onent in the Herut election, dep- 
uty Prime Minister David Levy, 
announced in advance they would 
not change the present dis- 
tribution of cabinet portfolios. 

The Herut (freedom) Party, 
founded by Mr. Begin from 
among members of his Irgun mil- 
itary underground after the 194N 
war. has been the core of the coa- 
lition. 

Mr. Begin' s Likud bloc, com- 
posed of Herut |24 seats), the cen- 
trist Liberal Party (IN), the right- 
of-centre La’ am faction (3) and 
one independent, came to power 
for the first lime in 1977. 

The Likud joined up with the 
National Religious Parry (NRP). 
the ultra-orthodox Agudat Israel 
and several splinter factions to 
form the coalition. 

Apart from members of Mr. 
Begin's old Irgun “fighting fam- 
ily.” younger Israelis have also 
been drawn to Herut by Mr. Begin 
and his nationalist goal of exp- 


anding the Jewish state to the bor- 
ders of what is described as the 
biblical land of Israel. 

The liberals, representing ind- 
ependent businessmen who like 
Herut's free- market economic 
policies, were led into Likud by 
Mr. Begin's close confidant Sim- 
cha Ehrlich, who died in June. 

Political columnists are dou- 
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btful whether the party will hold 
together now that both Mr. Ehr- 
lich and Premier Begin have left 
the political scene. 

Three liberals, including Kne- 
sset speaker Menachem Savidor 
and former Energy Minister Yit- 
zhak Berman, want the opposition 
Labour Party to join a national 
unity government to overcome 
what they say are grave crises fac- 
ing Israel. 

Two other coalition supporters. 
Mordechai Ben-Porat and Yigael 
Hurvitzof the late Moshe Dayan's 
Telera faction, have also backed 
the unity call. 


The Agudat Israel Party, with 
four seats in the Knesset, has hin- 
ted it may demand that Mr. Sha- 
mir reconfirm the promises Mr. 
Begin made. Since there is scam 
chance Labour would be ame- 
nable to Agudat demands, the 
party seems certain to stay in the 
coalition. 

The NRP faction 
The other religious faction, the 
NRP. was the traditional partner 
of previous Labour governments. 
Its five parliamentarians have 
generally backed Begin policies 
but have occasionally broken coa- 
lition discipline. 

The NRP education minister, 
Zevulun Hammer, has hinted he 
will push for a government that 
includes Labour. 

At the same time, secret con- 
tacts between Labour and NRP 
politicians have been reported. 
The two parties could decide to 
renew their partnership. 

. Also in i ffle d)alition is the vocal, 
three-member ' uitra-natfonalisV- 
Tlhiya (Hiiaissance) party fou- 
nded by Geula Cohen, a former 
Irgun member who broke with 


Mr. Begin because of her opp- 
osition to the Camp David peace 
accords with Egypt. 

The coalition also counts on the 
support of Rabbi Chaim Dru- 
ckman, an independent who left 
the NRP to form his own faction. 
Like Tehiya he is a*‘champion” of 
rapid Jewish settlement in the 
occupied Arab West Bank. 

The three-member Tami Party 
completes Mr. Begin's coalition. 
Founded by Aharon Abu- 
Hatzeira. a former NRP minister 
of religious affairs, Tami was cre- 
ated before the 1981 elections to 
draw support from Israel's Sep- 
hardic (Oriental) community. 

Only last week Tami was talking 
of quitting the government bec- 
ause it wanted increased family 
allowances. 

With so many disparate groups. 
Mr. Shamir’s best chance of bec- 
oming Israel's seventh prime min- 
ister is to quickly persuade them to 
continue ‘‘business as usual." J . ‘ 

If he has to reopen negotiations' 
with each faction, Mr. Shamir may ' 
find himself bogged down in 
weeks of political horse-trading. 


Turkish premier to start Malaysian trip Monday 


Mintoff takes 
over ministry 

VALLETTA (Ri — In a major 
reshuffle in Malta Prime Minister 
Dom Mintoff has again taken over 
the ministry of the interior, which 
controls the army and the police, 
and given new jobs to all but three 
ministers. 

Tourism Minister Reno Caileja 
resigned in the overnight res- 
huffle. while Minister for Foreign 
A l lairs Alex Sceberras Trigona 
retained his post. 


KUALA LUMPUR (R) — Tur- 
kish Prime Minister Bulend UIusu 
begins a four-day official visit to 
Malaysia on Monday to promote 
trade, economic and political ties 
between the two countries, a Tur- 
kish embassy official said Sat- 
urday. 

Mr. UIusu will arrive at the head 
a 1 5-member delegation that will 
include Commerce Minister 
Kcmal Camurk and senior off- 
icials. he added. 

The Turkish leader's talks with 
Prime Minister Datuk Seri Mah- 


athir Mohammad would centre on 
improving trade and economic 
relations. 

At present the two countries 
have only a small volume or trade. 
Last year. Turkey imported Mal- 
aysian rubber, palm oil and other 
goods valued at about 50 million 
ringgits (52 1.7 million), but its 
exports to Malaysia totalled only 
five million ringgits (S2.1 million). 

During Mr. Ulusu's visit, the 
first by a Turkish prime ministeno 
Malaysia, a shipping agreement 
providing a direct sea link bet- 


ween the national shipping lines of 
the two countries as well as a cul- 
tural exchange and cooperation 
agreement would be signed. 

Malaysia and Turkey, both 
members of the Organisation of 
Islamic Countries (OIC), have 
already signed cultural, trade, tec- 
hnical cooperation and air services 
agreements. 

The official said a seven- 
member Turkish private sector 
delegation, led by the Turkish nat- 
ional chamber of commerce and 
industry chairman, Melawat 


Yazar, would visit Malaysia in 
conjunction with Mr. Ulusu's visit. 

Turkey lifts ban 
ANKARA (R) — A right-wing 
Turkish newspaper. Tercuman, 
reappeared on the streets Sat- 
urday after military authorities lif- 
ted a ban on publication imposed 
on Aug. 10. 

On Aug. 26 the authorities lif- 
ted bans imposed earlier in the 
month on the mass-circulation 
liberal-conservative daily Milliyet 
and the weekly political magazine 
Nokta. 


SPD demands active Mideast policy 


BONN (DPA) — The Mideast 
expert of the opposition Social 
Democratic Party. Hans-Juergen 
Wischnewski. has called on Bonn 
Tuesday to be more active in Mid- 
dle East peace efforts. 

Mr. Wischnewski, just returned 
from a three-week tcur in which 
he visited seven Arab countries 
including Jordan and Israel, told 
newsmen that Bonn could par- 
ticipate more actively in Mideast 
peace efforts by working more 
closely with France within the 
framework of the European 
Community. 

He said he saw a danger in the 
present Christian- Liberal coa- 
lition government's increasingly 
concentrating only on economic 


cooperation, with Arab countries 
while largely refraining from pol- 
itical efforts. 

Wischnewski said that many 
Arab countries welcomed U.S. 
peace efforts, but no longer vie- 
wed Washington as a “neutral par- 
tner" because it insufficiently' exe- 
rted its chances to influence Israel. 

With each passing day of Israeli 
occupation of Lebanon the U.S. 
was losing more respect in the 
Arab World. Wischnewski said. 
He also criticised the Israeli troop 
withdrawal agreement achieved 
under U.S. auspices as not having 
sufficiently considered Syrian sec- 
urity interests. Damascus would 
be prepared to play a positive role 
only when this fault is removed as 


quickly as possible, he said. 

The SPD Mideast expert also 
said a permanent peace arran- 
gement was not possible without 
Soviet participation. He pointed 
lo the close Soviet ties with Syria. 
Iraq, and the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) and said it 
was unrealistic to expect that las- 
ting peace could come about wit- 
hout some kind of participation by 
Moscow. 

He said Israel must pull out its 
troops from Lebanon, must set up 
no further settlements in the occ- 
upied areas, and must state its 
readiness to negotiate with the 
parties to the conflict in order for 
peace talks to take place. 


At least 6 killed in Sind protest 


KARACHI (R) — At least six 
people, five of them policemen, 
were killed by gunfire Saturday, 
during a demonstration against 
martial law in Pakistan's troubled 
Sind Province, opposition sources 
said. 

They said the six died in Moro, 
central Sind, after police tried in 
vain to disperse the crowd of dem- 
onstrators with teargas and baton 
charges. 

The sources said it was not clear 
whether there were further cas- 
ualties or how large the crowd 
was. 

The southern province of Sind 
has been the centre of most violent 
protests since the opposition 
Movement for the Restoration of 
Democracy (MRD) launched a 
civil disobedience campaign on 
Aug. 14 against President Moh- 
ammad Zia U1 Haq's army rule. 

Moro is the home of Ghulam 
Mustafa Jatoi, Sind president of 
the banned Pakistan People's 
party (PPP), the largest group in 
the eight-party MRD. 

Mr. Jatoi, now under house arr- 


est outside Karachi, called for a 
“Jihad" (holy war) against the reg- 
ime in a taped message released 
Friday. 

“We do not want to go back 
until our Jihad (holy war) reaches 
its goal” he said on the tape. PPP 
members said it would be copied 
and played at protests across Pak- 
istan. 

He called on people to protest 
with burial cloths tied around their 
heads, a traditional sign that the 
person is ready to die for a cause. 

24 earlier deaths 

According to official sources, 
there had been 24 earlier deaths in 
the unrest. The MRD in Sind put 
the figure at 41. 

As Saturday’s protest was going 
on. the governor of Sind, Li. Gen. 
S.M. Abbasi, told the provincial 
council in Karachi that a tour of 
the area Friday convinced him the 
demonstrations had lost their 
drive. 

The government news agency 
APP said he told the council that 
people were more interested in 
local problems than agitation. 


Lt.-Gen. Abbasi was app- 
arently referring ro the PPP. fou- 
nded by former Prime Minister 
Zulfikar Aii Bhutto, who was ous- 
ted by Gen. Zia in 1977 and later 
hanged. 

At least K00 dissident lawyers, 
some dressed in mourning and 
carrying copies of the suspended 
1973 constitution, demonstrated 
in at least four major cities dem- 
anding an end to martial law. 

The largest rally was in Lahore, 
where more than 50u lawyers 
marched down a main street to the 
cheers of a large crowd. About 
500 police, wearing helmets and 
steel- ribbed riot jackets, watched 
the peaceful marsh. 

In Karachi, more than ICO law- 
yers squatted on a busy road for 
half-an-hour and offered funeral 
prayers for those who had died in 
the unrest. 

In both Rawalpindi and Pes- 
hawar, meeting of about 100 law- 
yers passed resolutions dem- 
anding an end to martial law. The 
protests closed most courts in the 
four cities. 


Zia vows to hold elections his way 


ISTANBUL (R) — Pakistan's 
president, Gen. Mohammad Zia 
UJ Haq, said Saturday he would 
carry out his plan for national ele- 
ctions and an end to martial law in 
Pakistan by March 1985. reg- 
ardless of strong protests;: . 

' >,: f iWe intendgding through .with , 
•outi; programme Ah at gave on 
Aug., 12 unhindered^ irrespective 
of what some people may try," 
Gen. Zia told a press conference 
in Istanbul at the end of a six-day 
visit to Turkey. 

Violent protests led by the 
Movement for the Restoration of 
Democracy ( MRD ), a grouping of 
eight banned political parties, 
have erupted against Gen. Zia's 
rule and bis election plan. . 

Gen. Zia said last month he 
would hold the elections under the 
suspended 197? constitution, 
which would be amended to give 
greater powers to the president. 

Demonstrators, mainly in Pak- 
istan's southern province of Sind, 
said the plan involved illegal tam- 
pering with the constitution and 
they demanded free par- 
liamentary elections. 


Gen. Zia, who seized power in 
1 977, said it had not yet been dec- 
ided whether to allow political 
parties to contest the planned ele- 
ctions or if the poll should be on a 
non-party basis. 

“We wiD.take a decision at the 
appropriate time,” he said. 

Asked to assess the protests, 
Gen. Zia said there had been a few 
violent incidents which had been 
brought under control by the gov- 
ernment. 

“The present disturbances in 
Sind can be termed as those which 
have been engineered by a par- 
ticular political party with con- 
nivance and... help from outside,” 
he said. 

Gen. Zia did not elaborate. But 
he was apparently referring to the 
Pakistan People’s Party of former 
Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhu- 
tto. who was deposed by Gen. Zia 
in 1977 and later executed. 

Gen. Zia said reports from Pak- 
istan indicated that the situation in 
the last few days was “as peaceful 
as one can expect in Pakistan”. 

“I am determined to eliminate 
violence from politics and. God 


willing. I will succeed. (The pro- 
tests) were in my opinion another 
attempt to bring in violence." he 
said. 

On Afghanistan. Gen. Zia said 
negotiations under the auspices of 
the United Nations in Geneva had 
reached" a very critical stage" and 
now depended on the goodwill of 
negot iating countries and their all- 
ies. 

He said the talks so far had been 
satisfactory and he hoped they 
would continue to make progress. 

“There is no other alternative 
but to find a political solution to 
such a difficult, intricate and cri- 
tical problem like the one that has 
been created by foreign int- 
ervention in Afghanistan” Gen. 
Zia said. 

Pakistan has taken in iho- 
usdands of Afghan refugees and 
been the base for Afghan rebels 
opposed to the Soviet military int- 
ervention in late 1 979. 

Gen. Zia. who was to leave for 
home later Saturday, said his visit 
to Turkey had been a great success 
and he thanked the Turkish peo- 
ple.

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King lauds Chinese friendship 


PEKING (Petra) — His Majesty 
King Hussein said here Friday 
evening at a dinner in his honour 
that the Arabs look to the People 1 s 
Republic of China as a major 
world power which has made great 
strides in social, economic and sci- 
entific fields. 

“The Arabs also look to China 
and appreciate its stand as a 
peace-loving nation and as a sup- 
porter of Arab rights, the King 
added. 

The following are excerpts from 
tbe Kings speech: The Queen and 
myself along with the Jordanian 
delegation are deeply moved by 
the hospitality and friendly atm- 
osphere and the very warm wel- 
come accorded to us in China. We 
have been overwhelmed by the 
sincere friendship of your people 
and the beauty of your country. 
The Jordanian people cherishes 
the friendship of the Chinese peo- 
ple and looks with pride and res- 
pect to your achievements and 
hopes to pursue with the Chinese 
people further cooperation aimed 
at achieving greater progress and 
prosperity. 

1 stiQ remember my first visit to 
your country when I headed a 
seven-member Arab League del- 
egation to explain the Fez Sum- 
mit’s peace plan. I still remember 
and appreciate your total support 
for our cause and your und- 
erstanding of our position. 

My mission today is. in part, 
aimed at calling for your support 
for justice and peace in Palestine, 
in Lebanon and the whole Middle 
East region. 

As you know the Arab Nation 
has been from the start seeking to 
restore its people's rights and to 
achieve peace in the area. Pal- 
estinian people have been suf- 
fering from occupation and dis- 
placement for tens of years, and 
Israel still occupies Palestinian 
land and continues to evict more 
Palestinians and to deny them 


rights in their land and homes, 
farms and holy places. 

The Israelis are forcing the Pal- 
estinians to abandon their land 
which has been the home of their 
fathers and fb refathers for tho- 
usands of years, and is continuing 
to deny the Palestinians their nat- 
ural and legitimate rights to det- 
ermine their future on their soil, in 
violation of all moral principles 
and international laws. 

In trying to achieve its amb- 
itions, Israel is expanding at the 
expense of Arab land and building 
settlements on confiscated Arab 
territory and continuesto present 
the world with baseless and false 
historical and security pretexts for 
the continuation of such a state of 
affairs. 

Israel* s arbitrary measures aga- 
inst the people of Palestine and its 
practices and violations of holy 
places in Jerusalem and Hebron 
are unprecedented in the history 
of aggression and colonialism. 

The Palestine tragedy, the suf- 
ferings and struggle of the Pal- 
estine, people in addition to those 
of Lebanon and the war of gen- 
ocide against the Sabra and Sha- 
rila camps all call on the peace- 
loving nations of the world to act 
immediately to stop the agg- 
ression and repel the perpetrators. 
The Palestine problem is the crux 
of the Middle East conflict. If this 
problem is allowed to remain unr- 
esolved, world peace and security 
will be endangered. 

Jordan deeply appreciates 
China’s support for Arab rights in 
Palestine and Lebanon and its 
condemnation of aggression. This 
only enhances our faith in China 
as a major world power in int- 
ernational politics that can put an 
end to aggression and support the 
rights of all peoples of the world. 

Our second visit to China ref- 
lects Jordan's deep faith in fruitful 
cooperation with your country 
and the will and power of both of 


our peoples to achieve further 
progress and cooperation in eco- 
nomic, technical, cultural and 
trade fields. 

The constant growth in coo- 
peration calls for greater efforts to 
enhance bilateral ties and est- 
ablish them on firm foundations 
based on confidence and mutual 
interest and respect. 

Jordan looks to China as a lea- 
ding Third .World nation and a 
major developing country that 
serves as an example to the test of 
the Third World. We take pride in 
China which strives to establish 
world peace and security and 
seeks to contribute towards gre- 
ater progress and prosperity for 
mankind. 

President Li Xiaxmian made a 
speech at the outset of the banquet 
in which he expressed his cou- 
ntry’s interest and great desire to 
develop economic cooperation 
with Jordan, and voiced sat- 
isfaction with the commercial 
cooperation that has existed bet- 
ween the two countries over the 
past few years and the growth in 
the volume of trade exchanged 
between them. 

He said: “Our cooperation is 
being conducted in a spirit of equ- 
ality, mutual benefit and common 
interest' 1 

The president also condemned 
Israel’s aggressive and exp- 
ansionist policies in the Middle 
East. He also deplored current 
Israeli plans for building set- 
tlements in the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories and its eviction of the Pal- 
estinians from their homeland. 

China, he said, denounces Isr- 
aels measures and practices aga-

Seminar on underground storage begins

Minister of Industry and Trade, 
Walid Asfour Saturday deputised 
for His Royal Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan in opening Lhe sec- 
ond Arab seminar on “Und- 
erground Storage’’ currently 
being held at the University of 
Jordan. The seminar has been 
organised by the Ministry of Ind- 
ustry and Trade, the Natural Res- 
ources Authority and the Union of 
Jordanian Geologists in co- 
operation with the Hagconsult of 
Sweden and the Arab Geologists 
Association, with the aim of dev- 
eloping and exchanging tec- 
hnology between the countries. 

Attending the seminar are geo- 
logists, geoconsultants, engineers 
and other participants from Swe- 
den, France. Japan, Germany. 
Iraq. Egypt, Saudi Arabia and 
Abu Dhabi. The eight- day sem- 
inar consisted of a series of lec- 
tures and discussions covering all 
aspects of underground storage 
including construction techniques, 
hydrocarbon storage, con- 
servation of natural gas, und- 
erground shelters, transportation 
systems and military installations. 

For reasons of security, env- 
ironment protection and space, an 
increasing number of facilities for 
industrial manufacture, archives 
and civil defence purposes are 
now being constructed und- 
erground. Also with soaring land 
prices, underground facilities sited 
beneath the existing surface dev- 
elopment have become an eco- 
nomic necessity. Sweden has used 
rock caverns for the storage of 
crude oil since 193S and has dev- 
eloped advanced techniques in 
blasting, underground design and 
construction and they have tra- 
ditionally held a leading position 
in the. fields of undergrpund space 
development. 

Crude ofl caverns normally 
have a width of about 20 metres

Iraqi oil to go via Aqaba 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A report in the 
local newspaper Sawt AI Shaab 
said Saturday that the Iraqi gov- 
ernment has recently concluded an 
agreement with a West German 
firm to transport 140,009 barrels 
of fuel a day from Iraqi oilfields to 
Aqaba. 

The fuel o3 wiB be transported 
by trucks along the highway lin- 
king Jordan with Iraq, and the fuel 
will be shipped by tanker from 
Aqaba to purchasing countries, 
the report said. 


It added that the German firm 
obtained credit guarantees for the 
project via Jordanian commercial 
banks. 


Loan agreement to follow talks 

Jordan, China 
agree to develop 
trade relations 

PEKING (Petra) — Jordan and China have agreed 
to develop further their economic and trade rel- 
ations and have decided to set up a special joint 
committee to follow up studies and implement agr- 
eements to achieve that goal. 


Agreement in this respect came 
in talks conducted by a Jordanian 
team and Chinese officials in Pek- 
ing. 

The Jordanian team, led by 
Chief of the Royal Court Ahmad 
AJ Lawzi. discussed with the Chi- 
nese cooperation in technical aff- 
airs and the potential for inc- 
reasing economic and trade coo- 
peration between the two cou- 
ntries. In 19S4. China's imports of 
Jordanian potash, fertilisers and 
phosphates will at least hit the 
1 9 K3 level and the Chinese will try 
to increase these imports over the 
coming year, according to an agr- 
eement reached in the talks. 

Also China will offer Jordan an 
interest-free loan to help it carry 
out its development projects. The 
final size of the loan will be dis- 
cussed and made available in an 
agreement between the two sides, 
at a later date in light of Jordan's 
priorities, a statement said after 
the talks.

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A word of advice 


ISRAELI FOREIGN Minister Yitzhak Shamir was Friday 
selected as leader of Israel’s Herat Party, thus boosting his 
chances of succeeding Menachem Begin as prime minister. 
Whether or not Shamir wQI actually succeed in holding tog- 
ether Begin's coalition partners under his leadership is yet to be 
seen, but it 9eems that he would be able to, if only for the lack of 
better political arrangeents in Israel at die present. 

Even the most optimistic observers cannot foresee a real 
change in Israel’s hardline policies towards the occupied Arab 
territories, and the question of peace in the Middle East gen- 
erally, after Shamir assumes the premiership — if be does that 
is. And he is not likely to benefit from the experience of his 
mentor and predecessor either. 

Moments after he won the Herat leadership, Shamir was 
quoted as telling supporters that be will never waver in his total 
support for budding more Jewish settlements on the West Bank 
nor in his absolute commitment to the aims of “Eretz Israel” 
meaning be win never give up Israel’s territorial ambitions and 
expansionism at the expense of the Arabs. Only yesterday, 
Shamir told a West German newspaper that his top priority 
remains that of strengthening the Israeli army as the only way 
to make peace with the Arabs. 

Some other observers, however, like to indicate to the Israeli 
foreign minister that be might not be as much feared by the 
Arabs as Begin — even though Shamir’s history as a terrorist 
leader could aD too easly overshadow Begin’s: as a member of 
the notorious Stern Gang during the days of the British man- 
date in Palestine, Shamir was part of a group that broke with 
the bfun Zuei Leumi, which was eventually beaded by Begin, 
simply because the Irgun was not, in the group's view, ter- 
roristic enough, according to Jewish historians. 

These observers, who are not necessarily Middle Easterners, 
point to Begin’s anti-Arab “achievements" as if they could not 
be matched by his successor: The bombing of the Iraqi nuclear 
reactor near Baghdad; two invasions of Lebanon; the ann- 
exation of the Golan Heights; the hawkish West Bank set- 
tlement policy, and last but not least the success of Begin in 
signing the Camp David Accords with Egypt by which Israel 
managed to “rob” the Arab World of its traditional leader. 
What the observers, and others for that matter, forget or 
ignore is the fact that the outgoing Israeli prime minister’s 
so-called achievements are nothing but failures that have eve- 
ntually sapped all of his energy and taken the area farther away 
from peace than ever — the act of peace, that is almost totally 
non-existent, and Israel’s Lebanese quagmire, being the finest 
examples. 

A word of advice for Mr. Shamir, if be would take it: Be 
yourself, follow the Begin line, and everybody else will expect 
disasters. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 


Al Ra’i: China firmly committed 


SPEECHES EXCHANGED by His Majesty King Hussein and the 
Chinese president in Peking reveal an identity of views between 
China and Jordan concerning the Palestine problem. Both sides 
consider the Palestine problem as the crux of the Middle East crisis 
and they believe that unless the Palestinian people are allowed to 
exercise their own right to self determination, there can be no real 
peace in the region. This convergence of views has significant imp- 
ortance since it reflects a new interest and concern by a major world 
power and a permanent U.N. Security Council member in the est- 
ablishment of a just and durable Middle East peace. This stand is in 
stark contrast to the European nations which sent observers to the 
U.N. Palestine Conference without actively taking part in it — som- 
ething which reflects their limited interest in the restoration of the 
Palestinian people's rights. 

The Chinese have been and still are firmly committed to their 
declared stand in support of the Arab Nation's just causes, par- 
ticularly Palestine. The talks in Peking reflect Jordan's deep interest 
in helping to achieve peace: and Jordan's participation in the Geneva 
conference on Palestine reflects that interest on a wider canvas. 
Jordan has turned to its friends and the peace-loving nations for 
assistance in bringing peace to the Middle East region and inorder to 
regain for the Palestinians their rights in their homeland. 


Al Dustour: Same ideology predominates 


ISRAEL'S HERUT Party has elected Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir to succeed Begin as prime minister and leader of the party. 
Shamir is a carbon copy of his predecessor and is intent on imp- 
lementing Begin's programme, especially with concern to the 
Israeli-occupied Arab land. Shamir was quick to announce after his 
election that he will expand and increase Israeli settlements on Arab 
territory and the Arabs have now to face the crimes of a new terrorist 
that has come to power in Israel. In fact that Herat Party is well 
known for its deep hostility towards the Arabs and the election of 
Shamir further confirms this reality. Shamir's rival David Levy is also 
one of the Herui Party's leading figures and of course shares the same 
ideology and hostility towards the Arabs as Begin did. Their rivalry 
was for power and represented no policy differences. 

As long as the Zionists cling to the occupied Arab lands, things will 
not change for the better and successive prime ministers in Israel will 
execute substantively similar policies which will only succeed in 
leading Israel and the whole region to further disaster and tragedy. 


Sawt Al Shaab: Israel’s new demands 


IN THE midst of a tense situation in Lebanon and amidst an atm- 
osphere of war and armed conflict between the various factions in the 
country. Israel has invented a new scheme intended further to com- 
plicate the situation in Lebanon and perpetuate the conflict. Israel 
has told the Lebanese government of its conditions for the Lebanese 
army to deploy itself in the Shouf mountains around Beirut. Its armv 
chief of Staff said in a statement Friday that the Lebanese army will be 
allowed into the regions from which Israeli forces will withdraw only 
if an agreement between the two sides can be drawn up in advance. 
Israel is thus trying to obtain an even higher price from Lebanon 
through the use of coercion and by putting pressure on its gov- 
ernment in exchange for the partial withdrawal.

Arafat caught out on a limb 


MOST PEOPLE in the Middle 
East thought that the hottest 
thing in the news last week was 
Menachem Begin's intended 
resignation. The man. in fact, 
played for effect and made his 
intended resignation look like 
a cosmic cataclysm falling from 
heavens on the heads of the 
poor human supplicants who 
appealed to his lordship not to 
let Israel down. 

While Begin sat in a sphinx- 
like silence listening to their 
appeals for hours without utt- 
ering a word, many of them left 
the meeting in tears saying that 
the Lord had not had mercy on 
them yet. 

By an ironic contrast. Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Ara- 
fat was in a completely dif- 
ferent posture He had just rec- 


eived the PLO’s Reconciliation 
Commission's report which 
asked him in effect to step 
down or at least to scale down. 
And I am supremely surprised 
that the commission's report 
which was published in 
Amman and Kuwait went so 
much unnoticed as it did. Come 
to think of it, the report may 
have much more far reaching 
effects than the Begin act. 

The 18-member Rec- 
onciliation Commission, hea- 
ded by a prominent 
Palestinian -Jordanian lawyer 
Ibrahim Bakr, had actually 
served notice on Arafat to give 
way to a new care-taker Fateh 
leadership which would hold 
elections for a new leadership. 

The commission said it was 
convinced that the grave int- 
ernal situation in the PLO, par- 


ticularly in Fateh. required dra- 
stic measures in order to regain 
confidence and credibility. 

The commission was set up 
early in July by the Palestine 
Central Council in Tunis and 
mandated to investigate in the 
ranks of the PLO and make 
recommendations which would 
be considered binding to aJL 
particularly the two warring 
factions in Fateh. After lis- 
tening to affidavits by the 
Fateh Central Committee in 
Tunis, the commission tra- 
velled to Damascus and int- 
erviewed the dissidents as well 
as Syrian Foreign Minister 
Abdul- Halim Khaddam. Its 
report, dated Aug. 21, gave 
both sides of Fateh one month 
to respond. 

In all probability the rea- 
ction will be cataclysmic no 


matter how it comes. For bes- 
ides the proposed caretaker 
leadership which would take 
charge of all military, financial, 
informational and org- 
anisational matters, the PLO 
leadership was asked to abide 
by rules of the democratic pro- 
cess and collective leadership 
as well as to issue a political 
statement reaffirming its adh- 
erence to the armed straggle 
and to renounce all 
American-sponsored projects 
for a political settlement in the 
Middle East. 

This is a complete swing to 
radical views if there were one. 
and Mr. Arafat is caught out on 
a limb. It is in fact what the 
moderates had been warning 
the U.S. against for some time. 
The commission, not all of 
whose members are radicals. 


would have found it hard to act 
or recommend otherwise. The 
policies of Mr. Arafat had only 
produced no results, but also 
riddled the PLO with the so- 
called transgressions, fin- 
ancial and otherwise. 

The commission may have 
had to lean more against Mr. 
Arafat than originally intended 
not only in order to gain the 
confidence of the dissidents 
and make the ceasefire in the 
Bekaa viable, but also because 
of Mr. Arafat's break of pro- 
mises he had made to the 
commission. He had been 
asked to stop the war of words 
against Syria and to stop sol- 
iciting Arab and foreign int- 
ercession. 

But no sooner the com- 
mission had left for Damascus 
than Arafat left for Yemen. 


Kuwait and Iraq where he con- 
tinued the propaganda pre- 
ssure against Syria and sought 
intercession by the two Yem- 
ens. Mr. Arafat app- 
arently refuses to believe that 
the problem is internal and 
does not have much to do with 
external influences. In this res- 
pect, Mr. Arafat presents a 
contrary belief to what many 
Palestinians think. While he 
said last week he had not com- 
pletely lost confidence m the 
international wrlL many Pal- 
estinians endorsed the opp- 
osite. 

Needless to say. observers 
are eager to know what and 
how Mr. Arafat will respond to 
the Reconciliation Com- 
mission's report. But whatever 
■ his response is, the effects are 
unlikely to be easy. 


Will the Madrid CSCE finale meeting convene?

MADRID — After three years of 
hard talking at the European Sec- 
urity Conference, foreign min- 
isters gather this week for a finale 
that could help revive East- West 
detente. 

The Madrid meeting will bring 
together up to 35 foreign ministers 
— including the Soviet Union's 
Andrei Gromyko and U.S. Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz for 
their first discussions in nearly 1 2 
months. 

It will be the largest such enc- 
ounter since national leaders from 
East and West joined in signing 
the Helsinki Agreements — a 
European code of good- 
neighbourly conduct — eight 
years ago. 

The foreign ministers will end- 
orse an updated version of the 
1975 accords agreed in often bit- 
ter bargaining at the third Con- 
ference on Security and Coo- 
peration in Europe (CSCE). 

The agreement covers human 
rights, security and other East- 
West issues and is the first bet- 
ween the two power blocs since 
U.S.-Soviet relations soured over 
Moscow's military intervention in 
Afghanistan in 197$~ 

It is also the first broad policy 
agreement involving the Soviet 
Union and the Reagan adm- 
inistration. 

Diplomats who put the new 
accord together in closed-door 
meetings in Madrid since late 
1 98ti say the three-day end- 


orsement session starting next 
Wednesday is likely to produce 
conflicting signals on the pro- 
spects for detente. 

This is the first Helsinki-type 
follow-up conference where Eas- 
tern. Western, neutral and non- 
aligned governments have been 
able to paper over their dif- 
ferences. They failed to agree on a 
final document at their last con- 
ference in Belgrade in 197s. 

The agreement is seen as a mil- 
estone towards improved East- 
West relations, together with a 
recent U.S.-Soviet grain deal, 
plans for further disarmament 
talks, and hints of a resumption of 
American-Soviet cultural and sci- 
entific cooperation. 

“When you think that East and 
West were not even talking to 
each other in Madrid for most of 
last year because of martial law in 
Poland, then it is clear that the 
situation has improved.” a senior 
neutral diplomat said. 

American and other Western 
officials, however, say they are 
anxious to resist the temptation of 
euphoria. 

“It is definitely premature to 
talk in terms of a new beginning in 
jdjStente.” a* U.S. diplomat com- 
mented. 

*(jMr. Shuiis ? and other U.S. off- 
icials are expected to use the mee- 
ting to hammer home their arg- 
ument that detente agreements 
like the Madrid document are 
meangingless if not respected. 

Western governments have 
atgued since the Helsinki agr- 
eements that Communist nations 


have systematically flouted pro- 
visions on human rights. 

“The Western speeches here 
are likely to be pretty tough. The 
message will be that we have had 
agreements before and this time 
we want deeds,” a West European 
diplomat said. 

Western speakers intend to 
stress sections of the 35-page 
Madrid document that include 
new undertakings on trade union 
and religious freedom and on eas- 
ing emigration. 

The document also includes 
agreement on holding two 
follow-up meetings oq human 
rights and family reunification. 

Moscow and its allies are certain . 
to focus attention mainly on the 
security elements of the doc- 
ument. particularly an agreement 
to begin All-European Dis- 
armament Talks in Stockholm 
next January. 

East and West have found the- 
mselves working together to pre- 
pare for the foreign ministers* gat- 
hering because of a refusal by 
Malta to endorse the agreement, 
which under CSCE rules requires 
the consensus of all participants. 

The meeting includes 33 Eur- 
opean states — all except Albania 
— as well as the U.S. and Canadar 
' The Soviet Union has joined the — 
West in putting pressure on Malta; 
to abandon demands for a sep- 
arate conference on Med- 
iterranean security which all other 
countries here say is unnecessary 
and could raise extraneous issues. 

Because of the Maltese stand, 
other governments circumvented 
the consensus rule by calling for- 
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eign ministers to endorse rather 
than formally adopt the final doc- 
ument. 

If Malta persists, the ministers 
will be unable technically to call 
this week's session a CSCE mee- 
ting. 

• Diplomats described the co-‘ 
incidence of Soviet -and Western 
interests as an artificial entente 
and predicted it would not hold 
once the foreign ministers ass- 
emble. 

Nevertheless, they think the 
fact that a top-level East-West 
meeting is taking place is in itself a 
hopeful sign. 


This assessment has heightened 
speculation that Mr. Shultz and 
Mr. Gromyko may discuss a pos- 
sible summit meeting between Mr. 
Reagan and Soviet President Yuri 
Andropov. 

The two foreign ministers are 
provisionally due to meet for 
lunch on Thursday. 

The encounter will be one of a 
series of bilateral contacts made 
possible by the presence of so 
many ministers. Each of them will 
address the conference for 21) 
minutes. 

Foreign Minister Fernando 
Moran of Spain, hosting his cou- 


ntry's grandest diplomatic event 
since before the 1936-39 Spanish 
civil war. will confer with British 
Foreign Secretary Sir Geoffrey 
Howe on the disputed colony of 
Gibraltar. 

Greece and Turkey may also 
hold talks on their troubled reV 
aiions and the future of Cyprus, 
diplomats said. 

West Germany's Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher and France's Claude 
Cheysson are expected to set up a 
busy programme of talks with 
other foreign ministers. The Vat- 
ican and Poland will also be able to 
renew contact. 



New racist step cooking on the Zionist stove 


TEL AVIV — The Israeli gov- 
ernment is facing stiff opposition 
to its efforts to legislate new wel- 
fare benefits which would go to 
Jews but not to the majority ol 
Israel's Arab citizens. 

Although the sums involved are 
tiny, the left-wing opposition in 
parliament has seized on the issue, 
as it smacks of racism. The leftists, 
who include two .Arab deputies, 
have put up spirited resistance and 
managed to delay passage of the 
bill. 

The so-called “children- 
endowed families law" would give 
every child in a family of four or 
more offspring Limn shekels 
lM6i a year to buy schnnlbonks. 
plus discounts urt tickets for cul- 
tural events — as long as at least 
one family member has served in 
the armed forces or oLhcr slate 
security agencies. 

Since most of brad's 6U0.l)im 


Arabs are not drafted because 
they are seen as security risks, they 
would not receive the benefits. 
The only Arabs who serve in the 
army arc men of the 45.UUO- 
member Druze community and a 
few bedouins. 

Supporters of the law’ say it is 
meant to step up the Jewish bir- 
thrate in a race against the Arabs 
who. according to official sta- 
tistics. reproduce at double the 
Jewish rate. The supporters con- 
tend Lhai Jews, as a people, have 
the moral right to make up for 
population lost in the Nazi hol- 
ocaust and subsequent wars aga- 
inst the Arabs. 

.Arabs make up only 14 percent 
of Israel's 4.2 million citizens, but 
they are 43 per cent of the cou- 
ntiy's 1 1 7.U00 families with four 
children or more. The one million 
Arabs of the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip arc not affected, since they 


are not Israeli citizens. 

Yaron London, a columnist for 
the weekly Hair, says such laws 
would turn Israel into "an apa- 
rtheid state.” The Jerusalem Post. 
a constant critic of official policy, 
says "the outcome will make a 
mockery of braers claim to treat 
all its citizens regardless of rel- 
igion or race.*' 

Israeli .Arabs Have long suffered 
from second class status, even 
though they have the vote. 

Israelis often argue they have 
made substantial efforts to raise 
the Arabs' status and treat them as 
equals. Still, this society regards its 
Jewishness as its supreme value, 
and by definition Arabs are out- 
side that set of values. 

And critics of the new law claim 
it is the first in brael" s 35 years of 
statehood that so bluntly favours 
jews over Arabs. 

Geula Cohen, a member of par- 


liament whose nationalist Tehiya 
party belongs to Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin's coalition, says 
she supports the principle that 
those who serve in the army sho- 
uld get more state aid than those 
who do not. 

But even Mrs. Cohen is luk- 
ewarm about the law. She says she 
would rather oblige Israeli Arabs 
to pc ro form “national service" by 
working in hospitals, auxiliaiy 
security services and schools. 
“Then these Arabs would be ent- 
itled to the same benefits as Jews." 
she said in an interview. "The pri- 
nciple should be equal benefits for 
equal service." 

Ya’ir Tsaban. a leftist member 
of parliament whose two days of 
filibustering blocked passage of 
the law-through committee, says 
the sums or money are so small 
that they are not worth all the fuss. 

"If anyone thinks these meagre 


sums are going to encourage any- 
one to have more children, he's an 
idiot.” Mr. Tsaban said in an int- 
erview. 

He argued that Israel should 
give more money to Arabs in 
order to raise their living sta- 
ndards. ■Westernise’ them and 
draw them into having smaller 
families. 

The Arabs themselves bitterly 
oppose the measure. Two Arab 
members of Parliament, appealed 
to the Supreme Court against the 
law, pointing out that it should 
also apply to Jewish Yeshiva (sem- 
inary) students since they too are 
exempt from military service. 

Religious Jews, who are pow- 
erfully represented in the ruling 
coalition, tend to have large fam- 
ilies. but the Attorney General, 
Yitzhak Zamir, admitted in court 
that the appeDants had a point. 

On the other hand, the law was 


tailored to suit Tami. a small eth- 
nic faction on which Mr. Begin's 
coalition depends for its par- 
liamentary majority. TaraT s con- 
stituency includes many of Israel's 
large families, and it has made 
passage of the law a condition for 
staying in the cabinet. 

The government is clearly in a 
bind. Mr. Tsaban says he met with 
Begin to talk about the law. and 
got the impression that the prime 
minister himself , was unc- 
omfortable with it but unable to 
withstand the pressure from Tami 
and other right-wingers in the coa- 
lition. 

One sign of the government's 
hesitations came this week. The 
Knesset (Parliament) was to hold 
a special session to approve the’ 
law, but at the last minute the gov- 
ernment got a postponement and 
set no new date for the session. No 
explanation wasgiven. —-AP 
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i 1 architectural projects named for the Aga Khan Award 


The Aga Khan Award for Arc- 
hitecture has named 11 out- 
standing architectural projects 
throughout the Muslim world to 
share £500,000 in prizes. The 
1983 awards will be presented by 
The Aga Khan and President 
Evren of Turkey in a special cer- 
emony at the Topkapi Palace in 
Istanbul on Sept. 4th. 1983. 

Established in 1976 by The Aga 
Khan, tbe Aga Khan Award for 
Architecture, the largest arc- 
hitectural prize in the world, 
seeks to heighten awareness of 
Islamic culture while encouraging 


architecture appropriate to the 
twentieth century. In addition to 
the triennial prize, the Award org- 
anises a number of programmes 
including international seminars 
and publications. It is unlike con- 
ventional design competitions in 
that it places great value on the 
social, cultural, environmental 
and economic aspects of buOding. 

The 1983 winners range from a 
mud mosque to a modem airport 
terminal, on one hand honouring 
the traditional craftsmanship of 
the master builder and local com- 
munity involvement in the Niono 


Mosque in Mali to the imaginative 
use of high technology of the twe- 
nteith century adopted by the Hajj 
Terminal at Jeddah in Saudi Ara- 
bia. 

The Award's nine-member int- 
ernational. Master Jury has also 
named Sherefudin’s White Mos- 
que in Visoko. Yugoslavia, for a 
design skillfully combining tra- 
ditional and modern architectural 
elements, citing its potential for 
contributing to a changing arc- 
hitectural heritage. 

Two very different housing pro- 
jects have also been premiated: A 



low-income housing scheme rec- 
onstructed from the debris of a 
destroyed slum quarter in the 
Medina of Tunis in Tunisia and 
the private Nail Cakfrhan Res- 
idence in Akyaka Village in Tur- 
key, cited for its use of space and 
its revival of tradition al cra- 
ftsmanship of the area. 

Tourism projects also feature 
among recipients of the 1983 Aga 
Khan Award. The Tanjoog Jara 
Beach Hotel Raotau Abang Vis- 
itors's Centre in Kuala Trc- 
ngganu, Malaysia was cited as an 
architectural experience which 
has encouraged pride in the cul- 
tural tradition and awareness of 
the natural resources of tbe area. 
In Sousse. Tunisia, tbe Residence 
Andalous was chosen by the Jury 
for its contemporary expression of 
traditional Tunisian architecture 
in designing a large complex con- 
sisting of a luxury hotel an apa- 
rtment hotel and various rec- 
reational facilities. 

The Ramses Wissa Wassef Arts 
Centre in Giza, Egypt, was cited as 
an institution emerging from a 
successful experiment to preserve 
and develop the role of cra- 
ftsmanship in contemporary life. 

In keeping with another of 
Award's concerns, the pre- 
servation of historic Islamic mon- 
uments, the Master Jury has also 
named three outstanding res- 


toration projects: The Tomb of 
Shah Rukn-I- 'Alam fo Multan, 
Pakistan: the Darb Oiiroiz Qua- 
rter in Cairo, and the Azem Palace 
in Damascus, Syria. 

The first Aga Khan Awards for 
Architecture were presented in 
1980 in Lahore, Pakistan to 15 
projects throughout the Muslim 
world, from Senegal to Indonesia. 

His Highness The Aga Khan, 
Imam of the Ismaili Muslim, est- 
ablished the Aga Khan Awards 
Foundation in 1976 to encourage 
exceptional achievements in the 
arts and sciences. Architecture 
was chosen as the first broad area 
of concern. 

The Aga Khan Award for Arc- 
hitecture seeks to recognise pro- 
jects which demonstrate arc- 
hitectural excellence. Up to U.S. 
5500,000 in prizes is given every 
three years, making it the most 
prestigious architectural award in 
the world. Tbe aim of the Award is 
to nurture within the architectural 
profession and related disciplines 
a heightened awareness of Islamic 
culture While encouraging an arc- 
hitecture appropriate to the 20th 
century. Through the Awards 
themselves and through activities 
such as seminars and publications, 
the Award programme seeks to 
identify contemporary design 
problems and suggest possible 


solutions. The continuing aim of 
the Award is not to create a school 
of architecture or an ideology, but 
to heighten the awareness within 
tbe Islamic world of its own arc- 
hitectural excellence and pot- 
ential. 

The first awards were given at 
the end of tbe first three-year 
cycle in Oct. 1980, at a ceremony 
in the Sbalimar Gardens in Lah- 
ore. Pakistan. The prize-fund was 
shared among 15 projects located 
in 12 Muslim countries from Sen- 
egal to Indonesia, and ranging 
from private homes and housing 


projects to hotels and museums. 
The prizes were given in rec- 
ognition of all those who con- 
tributed to the winning projects 
and included architects, gov- 
ernment sponsors, a ■ master 
mason, and an entire village. A 
special Chairman's Award was 
presented to the Egyptian arc- 
hitect Dr. Hassan Fathy for bis lif- 
etime commitment. 

The Award programme is a con- 
tinuing process of study, research, 
discussion and the dissemination 
of ideas and criteria, particularly 
through seminars and pub- 


lications. An integral part of the 
Award process has been a series of 
international seminars convened 
throughout the Muslim world 
which seek to identify specific 
aspects of Islamic architecture and 
their application to the con- 
temporaiy Muslim world. Par- 
ticipants have been drawn from ail 
regions of the world and have inc- 
luded architects, government off- 
icials. scholars, planners, des- 
igners and social scientists. Each 
seminar has been complemented 
by site visits to illustrate and dev- 
elop the theme of the discussions.

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U.S. jobless rate 
remains at 9.5% 

WASHINGTON (R) — The U.S. unemployment rate remained 
unchanged at. 9.5 per cent in August, the Labour Department said 
Friday. 

It was the first time si ace last February that the unemployment rate 
has not dropped. 

Unemployment peaked at 10,8 per cent last December. 

Before August, the jobless rate had improved considerably since 
the recovery from the 1981-82 recession began. 

Evidence of that improvement was provided in July when the 
jobless rate dropped to 9.5 per cent from 10 per cent u\ June. 

It was the biggest monthly decline in 23 years. 

Most experts believe unemployment will not decline as much in the 
months ahead. 

They note that recent economic indicators show the U.S. economic 
recovery slowing down. 

Despite this. July's large drop in unemployment left the jobless 
rate lower than the Reagan administration had hoped it would be by 
the end of this year. 

In most recent projections, the White House predicted a fourth 
quarter unemployment rate of 9.6 per cent. 

U.K. unemployment 
shows falling trend 

LONDON (Ri — The underlying trend of British unemployment 
turned downward in August for the first rime in nearly four years, 
government figures showed Friday. 

Bui Employment Secretary Norman Tebbit said it was too early to 
judge if the decline signalled a long-term jobs recovery. 

Adjusted to eliminate seasonal differences, the total fell by 15,800 
to 2.9 million — 12.3 per cent of the workforce — after 44 con- 
secutive monthly increases, the government said. 

Under a new system introduced by the ruling Conservatives, the 
total excludes 210,000 jobless teenagers, who left school in July and 
are not yet eligible to claim unemployment benefit, and 9.000 men 
over the age of 60. who no longer claim the benefit. 

The unadjusted total, including school-leavers, fell by 11.000 to 
three million, 12.6 per cent of the workforce. 

The opposition Labour Party’s employment spokesman Mr. Eric 
Varley attacked the government over the figures. 

He said: “Every independent economic forecast shows job 
prospects in Britain will geL worse." 


Value of Indonesian 
oil exports declines 

JAKARTA (OPECNA) — The value of Indonesia’s exports of 
crude and other oil products in the first four months of this year 
totalled S3.4U billion, a 2l).2 per cent drop from the S4.26 billion 
recorded during the same period of 1982. 

Bank Indonesia reported that SI. 14 billion worth of crude was 
exported by Pertamina. the national oil company, and the balance by 
foreign oil companies operating in the country under working and 
production-sharing contracts. 

The bank attributed the decrease to the decline in world oil prices 
following OPECs decision to lower the price of its marker crude 
from S34 to 529 a barrel. 

The export value of Indonesian Liquefied Natural Gas (LNG ) has 
also declined to S35 million during the first seven months of 1983 
from the S56 million recorded in the corresponding period last year. 

Meanwhile, the government has authorised four companies to 
import various types of lubricants which cannot yet be produced in 
the country., 

Mr. Syufcri Aiirauddtn. of the trade department, told journalists 
that the bulk of domestic lubricant demand would be met by Per- 
taraina through the expanded CUacap. Balikapan and Dumai oil 
refineries. 

He disclosed that nine lubricant-processing factories in different 
parts of the country, whose products were below standard, would be 
closed down this month. 


Soviet Union makes another 
big grain purchase from U.S. 


WASHINGTON I R) — The U.S. 
government Saturday said the 
Soviet Union made a second big 
grain purchase as debate int- 
ensified on whether Washington 
should cancel the grain deal for 
the reported shooting down of a 
South Korean airliner. 

The U.S. Agriculture Dep- 
artment said grain exporting com- 
panies notified the government of 
new sales of 45n.i)(Ki tonnes, and 
changes in destination to Moscow 
from the unknown category for 
49U.IH1II tonnes of com and" soy- 
beans. 

The latest transaction follows 
the sale Friday of 9UU.UUU tonnes, 
the first under a new. S10 billion.

Insurance on lost 
jumbo will be paid 


LONDON (R) — The insurance 
payout on the South Korean air- 
liner that the Soviet Union is all- 
eged to have shot will be one of the 
largest in aviation history. London 
sources said Friday. 

The Korean Airlines Boeing 
747 jumbo jet was covered for S35 
million and insured against war 
risks, and if the plane was shot 
down the money will still be paid, 
experts in the insurance market 
said. 

But key questions will have to 
be cleared up before the amount 
of compensation to families of the 
269 passengers can be predicted. 

A main question to be resolved 
is how the Soviet Union will res- 
pond to demands for com- 
pensation by South Korea and 
other governments. 

Families of passengers killed in 
air crashes normally claim com- 
pensation from Lhe airline which it 
recoups from insurance. 

But one expert commented Fri- 
day: “If the Russians were to acc- 
ept legal liability for the loss of the 
plane then the relatives of pas- 
sengers would look to the Rus- 


sians for compensation." 

Insurance companies in London 
and the Far East were urgently 
waiting for fuller information on 
the loss of the jet near the Soviet 
island of Sakhalin. 

Insurers involved in providing 
cover refused to discuss the ins- 
urance position. 

Other experts said the question 
of passenger compensation was 
complicated and would take many 
months to sort out. 

Korean Airlines in Seoul said it 
could receive up to S4iK) million 
insurance for the passengers and 
cargo and S35 million for the air- 
craft. figures that suggested ave- 
rage payments over SI million per 
passenger. 

Aviation sources in London 
said such passenger compensation 
figures would be unprecedented 
and J75.UIHJ was a maximum ind- 
ividual passenger liability acc- 
epted by many airlines. 

The amount that can be claimed 
on behalf of passengers can vary 
widely depending on such factors 
as the country in which the pas-

to expand operations 

ABU DHABI (OPECNA) — The Arab Monetary Fund is studying 
ways of expanding its activities to promote inter-Arab trade, Mr. 
Saeed Ghobash, the fund* s president, said here. 

He said it had also been decided to double the fund's capital to 
about S2 million, contributed in agreed quotas by member states, 
with the majority paid by Saudi Arabia, the United Arab Emirates. 
Algeria and Qatar. 

The fund, an offehoot of the Arab League, was set up in 1976 to 
shore up deficits in member sates’ balance of payments, stabilise 
exchange rates, encourage monetary cooperation, offer expert adv- 
ice, promote the creation of a unified Arab currency and coordinate 
Arab positions on international financial questions. 

Last year, the fund extended loans totalling SI 04.7 raiDion in its 
currency, the Arab Accounting Dinar (AAD), which is equivalent to 
three Special Drawing Rights (SDRS) of the International Monetary 
Fund.

said. 

Government officials said Dr. 

44. was a friend of the 
Planning Minister Antonio Del- 
iim Netio. main architect of Bra- 
zil’s efforts to avoid default on an 
estimated S°o billion foreign debt, 
the largest in the developing 
world. 

"Deifim has emerged str- 
engthened from the episode.” a 
senior olficial said. 

Mr. Langoni. 39. told reporters 
earlier Friday he resigned because 
he believed new economic targets 
for 1984 agreed with the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund (IMF) 
were not viable. 

He said he agreed with Mr. Dei- 
fim Netto and Finance Minister 
Eraane Galveas. the third mem- 
ber of Brazil's debt-negotiating 
“troika”, on the need to cut inf- 
lation and the puWic sector deficit. 

Their differences lay in the 
speed at which the economy sho- 
uld be expected to adjust.

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U.S. Libertarian 
meets to 

seek candidate 


NEW YORK (R) — Delegates of the U.S. Lib- 
ertarian Party, which won alnuo st a million votes in 
the 1980 presidential election, are now meeting to 
find a candidate who can best articulate the party's 
opposition to government power in 1984. 


The party. a collection of con- 
servative and libera! elements 
devoted to defending individual 
rights, were to formally elect pre- 
sidential and vice-presidential 
candidates at a national con- 
vention here Saturday. 

Top contenders are Earl Rav- 
enaL a professor of international 
relations at Georgetown Uni- 
versity. and David Bergland. an 
attorney in private practice from 
Costa Mesa. California. 

Mr. Ravenal. Mr. Bergland and 
three others are in the running fol- 
lowing the withdrawal last week of 
leading contender Gene Bums, a 
radio talk-show host from Orl- 
ando. Florida. Mr. Bums was rep- 
orted to have left the race because 
he did not believe the party could 
raise the funds for an effective 
campaign. 

Some 6U0 delegates attended 
Friday's session in a hotel bal- 
lroom. wearing the badges of their 
favoured candidate and seated 


beneath placards bearing the 
names of their home states. 

But the balloons and frivolity so 
dominant at Democratic and 
Republican national conventions 
were nowhere to be found. 

“These people are deep- 
thinking people." said delegate 
Dale Hemming, a laboratory sup- 
ervisor from Minneapolis. Th- 
ey're interested in the practical 
aspects, of changing society." 

Most delegates conceded a Lib- 
ertarian could not win the White 
House. “It's obvious we will not 
win the race." said Mr. Hemming. 
“This doesn't detract from the fact 
that it is a great vehicle to present 
our ideas." 

As caucus meetings got under 
way. delegates debated matters 
such as withdrawal of all U.S. mil- 
itary forces abroad, abolition of 
age laws for drinking, and con- 
demnation of U.S. activities in 
Latin America. 


W. Germany 
turns down 
Soviet soldier 


KARLSRUHE. West Germany 
1 R ) — A 1 9-year-old Soviet sol- 
dier who escaped from Swiss int- 
ernment and asked unsuccessfully 
for asylum in West Germany ref- 
uses to return to Switzerland, a 
Karlsruhe city council spokesman 
said Saturday. 

Yuri Vashchenko, one of eight 
soldiers held in a Swiss military 
detention centre after being cap- 
tured by Afghan guerrillas, abs- 
conded on July 8 while on a wee- 
kly escorted excursion, according 
to the Swiss foreign office. 

He crossed the frontier illegally 
and asked for asylum in the West 
German town of Freiburg. 

Since July 12. Vashchenko has 
been living at an asylum centre In 
Karlsruhe, where official told him 
Thursday his application for asy- 
lum had been rejected, the spo- 
kesman said. 

"He look the rejection without 
any noticeable change of exp- 
ression". he iaid. "The only thing 
he said was that under no cir- 
cumstances would he go back to 
Switzerland." 

The soldier had refused the 
city's offer of legal advice, and also 
refused to give interviews or lei 
the press take photographs, he 
added. 


‘15m children 
in Third World 
die each year 5 

KARACHI ( R ) — fifteen million 
children in the Third World die 
each year because of disease, mal- 
nutrition. parental ignorance and 
a lack of hygiene, the head of the 
United Nations Children's Eme- 
rgency Fund < UNICEF) said Sat- 
urday. 

Global infant mortality had 
been cut by half in the past 30 
years but remained high in urban 
slums and backward rural areas of 
developing countries. UNICEF 
executive director James Grant 
said at the end of a two-day visit to 
Pakistan. 

Half the preventable deaths 
were due to malnutrition, either 
through lack of food or damage 
done by poor eating to a child's 
defences against disease, he said. 
Chronic diarrhoea caused by bad 
hygiene was to blame for another 
one-quarter to one-third of all the 
deaths. 

Mr. Gram, who left for Tokyo, 
said the 15 million deaths due to 
avoidable causes compared with 
one million deaths which could 
not be prevented. 

About 600,000 Pakistani chi- 
ldren died from preventable cau- 
ses every year and the same num- 
ber were left blind, deaf or cri- 
ppled after being struck by dis- 
eases such as measles while alr- 
eady weak from malnutrition.

Q. — We play a five-card ma- 
jor system, which means that 
we open a prepared minor 
when we hold a major suit of 
only four cards. The trouble 
is that we open the “better 
minor.” That has raised con- 
siderable problems. It is 
clear which minor is better 
when you hold A-K-x in one 
and Q-x-x in the other. But 
which should you open when 
you hold A-J-x in one and 
K-Q-x in the other, for exam- 
ple? We would appreciate 
your help. — H. Nelson, 
Silver Spring, Md. 

(This question has been 
awarded the weekly prized 
A. —It is because of problems 
like this that few expert 
pairs open the better minor. 
There is no difficulty when 
one minor is longer than the 
other -open the longer suit. 
A second rule to remember is 
never open a two-card suit. 

That leaves only two cases 
at issue: 11 where you have 
two three-card minors, and 21 
where you have two four- 
card minors. 

It really doesn’t matter 
what you elect to do. as long 
as you are consistent. Per- 
sonally, I like to open one 
club when I have two three- 
card minors and one diamond 
when I have two four-card 
minors. 1 believe that most 
experts use this method, and 
it has one obvious advantage 
-whenever you open one 


diamond, you will usually 
have at least a four-card suit. 
Thus you will have one fewer 
artificial bid to worry about, 
and partner will feel free to 
raise your diamond suit in a 
competitive auction. 

You will note that I said 
you will usually have a four- 
card suit when you open one 
diamond. There is -one 
holding where you will have 
only three diamonds but will 
be forced to open the biddng 
with one diamond never- 
theless. It is that rare hand in 
which you hold four cards in 
each major, three diamonds 
and only two dubs. 

Q.— One point always vexes 
me— how do you evaluate in- 
sufficiently guarded honors? 
— L. Silverman, Bronx, N.Y. 
A. — You do not know 
whether a singleton honor, or 
a doubleton queen, for that 
matter, is going to be a work- 
ing value or not when you 
first evaluate your hand. A 
simple method is the follow- 
ing: 

Count either the honor's 
high-card value or distribu- 
tional value, whichever is the 
higher. Thus a singleton king 
is worth 3 points; a singleton 
jack is worth 2 points, as is a 
doubleton or singleton queen. 
However, a singleton ace is 
worth 6 points and a double- 
ton king 4. Neither is insuf- 
ficiently guarded- 


Soviet hijack said foiled 


MOSCOW (R) — Two men who 
tried to hijack a Soviet airliner to 
the West were fooled by a fake 
refuelling stop and one was shot 
dead by security guards, a Soviet 
□ewapaper said Saturday. 

The weekly illustrated Nedelya 
said the incident occurred on July 
5 on a Tupolev-134 flight from 
Moscow to Tallin, capital of the 
Soviet Baltic republic of Estonia. 

It said a man with long, unk- 
empt hair told a stewardess there 
was a bomb which his companion 
would detonate unless the pilot 


changed course to Londoner Oslo. 

After she refused to lei them on 
the flight deck they agreed with 
the pilot over the intercom to a 
refuelling stop in what they tho- 
ught was Kotka, in Finland, but 
was in fact Leningrad. 

When he saw they had been tri- 
cked. one hijacker shouted to the 
other, who was sitting among the 
passengers clutching two wires, to 
blow up the plane. But security 
guards were already aboard and 
shot him down, arresting the 
other, the paper said. 


Final round of Nigerian 
electoral contest started 


LAGOS (R) — A fifth and final 
round of Nigeria's month-long 
general elections started Saturday 
as President Shehu Shagarf s Nat- 
ional Party tried to build on its - 
sweeping gains in the earlier polls. 

Nigerians were voting Saturday 
for representatives in its 19 state 
assemblies, law-making bodies 
which rule mainly on local issues. 

Mr. Shagarf s National Party of 
Nigeria (NPN) won a majority in 
eight assemblies in the last ele- 
ctions in 1979. and is expected io 
improve on this after its victories 
in elections last month. 

Mr. Shagari was re-elected for a 
second four-year term with a four 
million majority in the pre- 
sidential poll and the NPN went 
on to win 23 state governorships 
and 55 of the 85 contested seats in 
the federal senate. 

Friday night, with three results 
outstanding from last Saturday's 
election for the 450-raember fed- 
eral house of representatives, the 
NPN had won 259 of the 3*6 con- 
tested seats. 


Two Western states, which had 
been opposition Unity Party of 
Nigeria ( UPN.) strongholds, voted 
in only the first two polls. 

Further voting in Oyo and 
On do was postponed indefinitely 
because of violence which erupted 
over allegations of vote- rigging 
after NPN candidates unseated 
UPN governors. 

The state assemblies have bet- 
ween 30 and 138 members. The 
UPN currently holds a majority in 
five states, the Nigerian People’s 
Party controls three, the Great 
Nigeria People's Party 
(GNPP)two and the People’s 
Redemption Party one. 

Opposition parties have said 
they fear Nigeria could be heading 
slowly towards one-party rule 
after their election defeats last 
month at the hands of the NPN. 

The NPN. which is now assured 
of an overwhelming majority in 
both houses of the national ass- 
embly . has dismissed these fears as 
hallucinatory. 


U.S. women voters have 
low opinion of president

SANTA BARBARA. California 
— President Reagan’s summer 
holiday at his California ranch was 
disturbed by two things; the dis- 
appearance of a Korean airliner 
Wednesday, and the older, more 
pressing problem he has with the 
nation's women. 

The holiday has been int- 
errupted repeatedly by reminders 
that his standing with women has 
dropped into the political danger 
zone. 

Mr. Reagan's problems with 
women voters, already serious, 
have worsened in recent days with 
a widely publicised attack by one 
of his own female appointees and 
renewed broadsides from fem- 
inists at a huge Washington pol- 
itical rally last weekend. 

The president's dilemma cannot 
be dismissed lightly. Edward Rol- 
lins. the top White House political 
tactician, is said to believe that 
women could wield a decisive voLe 
in I9«4. especially in the heavily 
populated East and Midwest. 

Mr. Reagan political strategists 
who must work on the assumption 
he will seek re-election in 1984 
know well that: 

Women comprised 52.4 per 
cent of the eligible United States 
voting populace of 141 million in 
1 9 X 0 and their majority has grown 
since. More women turn out on 
polling day than men. They are far 
more critical of Mr. Reagan than 
are men. a phenomenon now 
commonly referred to as the gen- 
der gap. 

Evidence of a gender gap eme- 
rged in the 1980 election when 
Mr. Reagan ran 20 percentage 
points ahead of then- President 
Jimmy Carter among male voters 
but only two points ahead in the 
women's vote. That was the first 
time women had ever voted sig- 
nificantly differently from men in 
a presidential contest. 

The pattern was underscored in 
the 19X2 congressional elections 
when women voted for opposit ion 
Democrats by 54 to 39 per cent 
and helped them score solid gains 
against Mr. Reagan's Rep- 
ublicans. The Democrats held 
only a slight edge among men. 

The trend has continued in rec- 
ent polls of Mr. Reagan's job per- 
formance. 

These problems are symbolised 
by Mr. Reagan's opposition to the 
proposed equal rights amendment 
to the U.S. constitution. But polls 
show they are worsened by beliefs 
that his budget-cutting policies 
hurt women most and that his 
anti-Soviet rhetoric and defence 
buildups may be increasing pro- 
spects for world war. 

White House aides concede Mr. 
Reagan could not afford further 
trouble with women voters — but 
it came anyway even as he tried to 
escape political cares at his Cal- 
ifornia ranch. 

An obscure Justice Department 


aide naifted Barbara Honegger, 
appointed by Mr. Reagan to help 

identify laws that perpetuate sex 
discrimination, resigned recently 
with the charge that the effort was 
a. sham undermined by White 
House indifference. 

Thrown onto the defensive by 
the adverse publicity. Mr. Reagan 
insisted Mr. Honegger was abs- 
olutely wrong and that his com- 
mitment to root out sex-biased 
laws was genuine. 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes jumped into the fray, say- 
ing: “No previous administration 
can compare with the number of 
women that we have placed in 
senior-level positions." 

With gender gap criticism non- 
etheless piling up during the West 
Coast holiday. Mr. Reagan took 
the further step of -of naming his 
daughter Maureen, heraelf a sta- 
unch feminist, as a Republican 
Party adviser on women’s issues. 

Ms. Honegger charged Mau- 
reen Reagan had sold her soul. 

Trying to rid itself of the Hon- 
egger row. the White House got 
into more hot water by making 
comments women saw as derisive 
and in keeping with what they reg- 
ard as Mr. Reagan's con- 
descending attitude toward 
women. 

One Justice Department spo- 
kesman dismissed Mr. Honegger 
as a low-level munch kin (an ins- 
gnificant little person). Mr. Spe- 
akes implied much the same by 
quipping that, the last time he saw 
her, "she was an easier bunny in 
the White House easier egg roll," 
an entertainment for children. 

Ms. Honegger, noting the rabbit 
was actually played by the wife of 
presidential adviser Edwin Meese, 
accused the White House of trying 
to smear her and said, “do you 
think they would try to do this to a 
man?" 

The largest militant women's 
groups rallied to Ms. Honegger's 
side at an anti- Reagan news con- 
ference and his meeting with a 
loyal Republican women's group J 
in San Diego, California, lasL Fri- 
day. 

Other leading feminists den- 
ounced Mr. Reagan at a mass rally 
marking the 20th anniversary of 
the late Martin Luther King Jot’s 
famous “I have a dream" speech 
in Washington last weekend. 

The backlash from the Hon- 
egger affair was reminiscent of 
another row just before Mr. Rea- 
gan's holiday, when he told one 
women's group he valued 
women's place in history and said: 
“U.S. men would still be walking 
around in skin suits carrying 
clubs" if ft were not for the civ- 
ilising influence of women. 

The speech infuriated feminists. 

Some White House political 
aides believe the whole gender- 
gap issue is being overplayed by 
the news media. They say much of 
the feminist criticism comes from 
left-wingers who would not sup- 
port Mr. Reagan under any cir- 
cumstances. 


Soviet obsession with security 
underlined by airliner incident

MOSCOW (R) — Soviet action 
against a South Korean airliner 
which strayed into its airspace has 
underlined Moscow’s acute sen- 
sitivity about national security and 
an almost obsessive fear of imm- 
inent attack. 

While leaden around the world 
have expressed shock and outrage 
at reports that Soviet fighters shot 
down the airliner, ordinary Rus- 
sians who heard aboyr the incident 
from foreigners were not sur- 
prised by the possibility. 

The Soviet air force has already 
shown it is ready to fire on civilian 
airliners by shooting at a South 
Korean airliner which crossed into 
northern Russian airspace in 
1978. 

On that occasion the fuselage 
was holed and two passengers kil- 
led. but tbe craft managed to make 
an emergency landing on a frozen 
lake near Murmansk. 

The Soviet authorities never 
apologised for the incident and 
declared the airliner pilot to be at 


fault, saying he bad ignored sig- 
nals from fighters ordering him to 
land. 

The sharp reaction to such int- 
rusions and the general attitude of 
the public reflect what Western 
diplomats describe as a deep- 
seated Russian psychosis about 
security. 

Ordmaiy Russians who heard 
about the U.S. version of events 
were stunned by the casualty fig- 
ure but mostly said they thought it 
understandable if Soviet jets had 
fired on the plane- 

“If it failed to heed warnings 
and was inside our airspace then 
the fighters really had no choice 
but to shoot at it." one middle- 
aged man said. 

Others said they were con- 
vinced the plane “must have been 
up to something" when it crossed 
into an area bristling with missile 
bases and suggested the fighters 
therefore had good reason to take 
action. 

Diplomats said Russian fear of 
attack was rooted in the history of 
a country which for centuries had 


no secure borders. It had been int- 
ensified by the devastation and 
suferring caused by the Nazi inv- 
asion in World War II. 

From early childhood, ordinary 
Russians are told that their cou- 
ntry is in constant danger of attack 
from Western “imperialists" and 
that acute vigilance is required. 

The same slogans are a centra] 
part of military training. In the 
past there have been reports of 
incidents on the country’s borders 
when troops opened fire without 
warning at people who had str- 
ayed omo the Soviet side. 

"Diplomats said the 1978 air- 
liner incident already pointed to 
major difference between Soviet 
and Western practices as NATO 
fighter pilots are barred from fir- 
ing ar civilian craft under any cir- 
cumstances. 

It also appeared to show that 
military chiefs could make a dec- 
ision to cany out such an attack in 
peacetime without authority from 
political leaders, tbe dipioraats 
said. They described this as unt- 
hinkable in the West. 


2 shuttle 
members rap 
alleged attack 

KENNEDY SPACE CENTRE, 
Florida (R) — The commander 
and pilot of the space shuttle Cha- 
llenger said Saturday they dep- 
lored the reported shooting down 
of a South Korean airliner by Sov- 
iet fighters. 

Mission Commander Richard 
Truly and pilot Daniel Bra- 
ndenstein were asked at a press 
conference relayed from Cha- 
llenger about the reported attack 
on the plane carrying 269 people 
which strayed into Soviet air 
space. 

"I think the situation is abs- 
olutely ridiculous and terrible," 
Truly said, adding that a short 
report on the incident had been 
sent up to the shuttle at his req- 
uest. 

Brandenstein said: "I guess I 
can't possibly understand a single 
reason for shooting down a com- 
mercial airliner regardless of 
where or when it is. But we don’t 
have all tbe facts and you can't 
make a final judgment until you 
have all the facts." 

Manila wants compensation 

MANILA (R) — The Philippines 
government asked the Soviet 
Union to pay compensation to 
families of Filipinos on board the 
South Korean airliner lost near 
Sakhalin. 

Officials said Soviet charge 
d'affaires Nicolai Bulygin was 
summoned to the home of Foreign 
Minister Carlos Romulo and han- 
ded a note asking for “adequate 
reparations". 

The note said the Philippines 
government conveyed its “distress 
over the loss of lives, including 
those of about 27 Filipino nat- 
ionals on board the Korean Air- 
lines commercial jetliner that was 
brought down over the Sea of 
Japan...” 

Before the meeting Mr. Rom- 
ulo told newsmen: “We're not 
accusing them (the Soviet Union} 
at aJL" He said he preferred to 
wait for the results of an inv- 
estigation. 


Hearing on 
Aquino killing 
starts Tuesday 

MANILA (R) — The first public 
hearing by a special judicial com- 
mission investigating the murder 
of Philippme opposition leader 
Benigno Aquino will be held on 
Tuesday, officials said. 

Supreme Court Chief Justice 
Enrique Fernando, who heads the 
commission, told newsmen Friday 
that the first witness to be called 
would be Manila's police chief, 
Maj. Gen. Prospero Olivas. He is 
in charge of the police inv- 
estigation into the assassination at' 
Manila Airport on Aug. 21. 

The five-member panel was set 
up by President Ferdinand Marcos 
after calls for an independent 
probe into the murder of Aquino 
as he was escorted from a plane 
that brought him home after three 
years self-imposed exile in the 
United States. 

Justice Fernando said a formal 
invitation had been issued to Sen. 
Aquino’s widow, Corazon. to send 
a representative to the hearings. 
The representative would be all- 
owed to cross-examine witnesses, 
he said. 

The mother and sister of the all- 
eged assassin, identified by police 
as Rolando Galman, were in pro- 
tective custody and would be 
made available to the commission, 
he added. 


U.K. sends Invincible, 
other ships to Far East 


LONDON (R) — A powerful Bri- 
tish naval task force beaded by the 
carrier Invincible is now' heading 
for the Far East amid denials that 
it will leave North Atlantic def- 
ences weakened. 

The 19,500-tonne earner, Bri- 
tain' s most powerful warship and a 
star of the Falkland Islands War. 
win spend Christmas in Australia 
after sailing by way of Gibraltar, 
the Suez Canal, Bombay, Goa, 
Cochin, Penang, Singapore, New 
Zealand and possibly other ports 
of call. 

Accompanying Invincible and ' 
its Harrier jump-jets are three fri- 
gates and three supply ships and a 
fourth frigate will join the flotilla 
in the Indian Ocean. Apart from 
demonstrating that Britain is still 
able to send a naval force to any 
part of the globe, the force wifi 
show off British defence equ- 
ipment. 

The defence ministry has den- 
ied charges that the absence of the 
front-line warships for up to nine 
months will enfeeble North Atl- 
antic sea defences of the NATO 
alliance, placing a heavy burden 
on Dutch, Belgian and West Ger- 
man fleets. 

Several press reports last week 
described the despatch of the task 
force as a gamble and one quoted 
an unnamed authoritative source 
as saying it would denude the 
navy. 

But a defence ministry spo- 
kesman told Reuters: “This is not 
the case as there will be many 
other ships available and we wifi 
continue to meet our NATO 
tasks.” 

The issue has spotlighted a 
rumbling row among naval exp- 
erts. officials and politicians about 
what sort of navy Britain should 
have in the wake of last year’s 
South Atlantic war with Arg- 
entina to recapture the Falkland 
Islands colony. 

With 22 vessels always needed 
to guard the : Falklands, 12,000 
kilometres from home, the British 
navy's 63 fighting surface war- , 
ships have rarely been so sorely ' 
stretched. 


This is despite the fact that plans 
have been dropped to sell Inv- 
incible to Australia and scrap 
some front-line surface ships, pan 
of a long-term strategy to con- 
centrate resources on a potential 
Soviet threat in Europe and the 
North Atlantic. 

“Jane's Fighting Ships", the inf- 
luential naval reference book, 
charged last week that defence 
policies had still emasculated the 
navy and accused politicians of 
“lamentable failure to appreciate 
the role of sea power in affairs of 
state.” 

Its editor. Capt. John Moore, 
said the navy was deficient in car- 
riers, minesweepers, airborne 
early warning and other-areas and 
lacked the balance needed for a 
general maritime role. 

Defence spending is now under 
the spotlight again as Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher tries to 
trim some £6 billion ($9 billion) 
off State spending plans for next 
year to keep them within her £ 1 26 
billion ($190 billion) target. 

The indications are that few Bri- 
tons would object to cuts in def- 
ence costs, now taking £16 billion 
or 13 percent of state spending. In 
a recent public opinion poll 46 per 
cent of those questioned said Mrs. 
Thatcher was spending too much 
on defence and only 12 per cent 
wanted her to spend more. 

Nevertheless Defence Sec- 
retary Michael Heseltine could get 
sympathy from Mrs. Thatcher, 
once dubbed the “iron lady" by 
.the Soviets, as he battles for the 
maximum defence funding- 

Evincible is being escorted by 
the frigates Aurora, Rothesay and 
Achilles and backed by three sup- 
ply ships and joined in the Indian 
Ocean by the frigate Andromeda 
and another supply ship. 

In the Far East Aurora and 
AchxUes will be replaced by the 
destroyer Glamorgan and frigate 
Brazen. 

The ships may join exercises 
with Australian. New Zealand and 
American units, defence sources 
said. 


Shuttle crew exhuberant 


KENNEDY SPACE CENTRE 
( R ) — The Challenger astronauts 
said Saturday in a live news con- 
ference from 208 kilometres 
above the earth that their space 
mission was a success, adding it 
should be extended because it was 
such fun. 

Tbe five crewmen were seen on 
television screens answering que- 
stions from U.S. television and 
news agency reporters during the 
first news conference of the shu- 
ttle programme. 

Mission commander Richard 
Truly, 45, said the flight — the 
third for Challenger and the eig- 
hth in the shuttle programme — 
was extremely successful so for, 
staning with the “fireworks of the 
night launch." 

Asked whether they prefered 
staying in space to coming home as 
scheduled on Monday all five 
voted to stay, but mission spe- 
cialist Dale Gardner, 34, added 
“as long as the food holds out.” 

During the half hour event, the 
astronauts looked relaxed and 
healthy, talking enthusiastically 
about the Challenger's night-time 
blastoff last Tuesday. 

Pilot Daniel Brandenstein, 40, 
said the launch was “mighty exc- 
iting.’' and added: “I don't think 
I’ve ever been as excited as I was 
on that ascent. It was a thrilling 
ride." 

The astronauts have suc- 


cessfully deployed an Indian 
communications and weather sat- 
ellite and tested the orbiter’s mec- 
hanical arm. 

Testing is continuing of the 
new satellite link, vital to the shu- 
ttle programme and the European 
space lab project scheduled for 
October. 

The satellite is functioning well 
now but there have been periodic 
ground equipment problems dur- 
ing the flight 

Truly was pilot on the second 
shuttle flight in November 1981 
which had to be cut from five days 
to two days. 

He said: “If you remember 
those days we were worried about 
ihesafety of the vehicle ... we rea- 
lly have made great strides I think, 
and 1 think it’s a great future for 
America in space." 

“The flight is just going to be 
one of many flights in which black 
Americans fly in space,” said mis- 
sion specialist Guion Bluford. the 
first black American - to fly in 
space.

Mission specialist William Tho- 
rnton. at 54 the oldest American 
to fly in space, was asked about 
space adaption syndrome, a type 
of motion sickness that afflicts 
about half the shuttle travellers.

The live bomb." bel- 
ieved to be many years old. was 
found in a stream 1.6 kilometres 
from a favourite royal picnic site 
and about 9 kilometres from Bal- 
moral Castle. Army authorities 
said the area was used as a gun- 
nery practice range during World 
War 11. The bomb was found by a 
biologist collecting samples in the 
area.
